worthy  of  advance  notice.  A  mention  of  KPFA  by  the  columnists,  even  backhandedly, 
is  invaluable. 

By  this  means  you  can  multiply  our  audience.  Please  write  to  some  newspaper 
every  time  you  get  a  special  reaction  to  a  KPFA  program;  inform  the  various  editors 
of  upcoming  programs  which  you  feel  should  be  noticed.  Send  an  adroit  phrase  to 
your  favorite  columnist.  Has  your  two-year-old  said  something  bright  about  Rexroth?
